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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-83 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art Funk (U.S. Pat. No. 5,832,463) which discloses a checkless 
transaction system that converts the check transaction into an electronic ACH. 
JP4091 78443 A, Kim, Man-Tae discloses a product to be checked which is transferred, 
converts image data which is generated into a condition in which it can be used. 
However, neither Funk nor Kim singularly or in combination discloses the recited 
feature: 

4. As per claims 57, 76, 78 and 80 "depositing the check at the financial institution 
when a determination is made that the consumer has not been notified, depositing the 
check at the financial institution when a determination is made that the financial 
institution does not accept ACH transactions, depositing the check at the financial 
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institution when a determination is made that the consumer does not allow conversion 
of the check into an ACH debit , depositing the check at the financial institution when a 
determination is made that the evaluation of the MICR line indicates that the check 
cannot be converted into an ACH debit, and automatically creating, at the computing 
apparatus, an electronic file that contains the information needed to create an ACH 
debit when a determination is made that the check is eligible to be converted into an 
ACH debit because the check is a consumer check, the consumer has been notifies, the 
financial institution accepts ACH transactions, the consumer allows conversion of the 
check into an ACH debit, and evaluation of the MICR line indicates that the check can 
be converted into an ACH debit". 

The words "can be" make sense with the claims, and therefore there is no reason for 
claimed objection.
